Caroline  Chang  is  often  quoted  as  saying 
"There's  always  more  bo  do  "   It's  not  a 
statement  of  weariness,  but  of  purpose 

Ms  Chang  has  been  a  leader  in  5oston  s 
Asian  Community  for  nearly  2  0  years 
She  has  won  numerous  recogntions  for 
her  work,  most  recently  the  Amelia 
Earhart  Award  from  the  Women's 
Education  and  Industrial  Union  in 
Boston. 
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A  regional  director  of  the  federal  Office 
of  Civil  Rights  since  1 962,  Chang  s 
commitment  to  civil  rights  is  rooted  in 
her  role  as  a  community  activist  m 
Boston's  Chinatown.  There,  she  has 
helped  umf y  Asians  of  differing  descent 
and  developed  programs  to  help  the 
community    Among  them;  the 
Massachusetts  Asian  American  Forum 
(rights  advocacy,  education),  the  Asian 
Community  Development  Corporation 
(housing,  business  development),  and 
the  Chinese  Golden  Age  Center  (for  the 
elderly). 

In  an  interview  in  her  modest  office  on 
the  24th  floor  of  the  John  F.  Kennedy 
Building,  Chang  talked  with  the  Monitor 
about  the  changes  and  challenges  within 
the  Asian  community  in  Boston  and  the 
nation  at  large. 

There's  a  real  overlap '  she  says, 
concerning  "what  are  community  issues 
and  what  are  civil  rights  issues." 
Community  issues  are  the  same  for 
everyone  -  safety,  jobs,  and  housing 
But  "the  degree  of  the  problems  are 
different  when  you're  dealing  with  race, 
language,  and  culture, '  she  says. 

One  of  the  biggest  changes  she  has 
witnessed  in  the  past  years  in  Boston's 
Asian  community  has  been  its  growth,  a 
phenomenon  mirrored  throughout  the 
nation.  Chang  says  that  when  she 


was  growing  up  m  tho  ^O's,  Ciimatown 
was  practically  a  little  village '  of 
2,500  Chinese,  where   everybody 
knew  everybody." 

After  the  change  m  US  immigration 
laws  in  1955,  "the  community  grew  by 
leaps  and  bounds"  -  almost 
exponentially  -  she  recalls.  "The 
traditional  systems  of  providing  mutual 
support  no  longer  existed/'  and 
residents  began  to  lose  that  "looking - 
out-for -each -other,"  small -town  feeling, 
says  Chang 

She  estimates  that  today,  there  are 
more  than  2  5,000  Chinese  alone  in 
this  diverse,  75,000- 100,000  member 
Asian  community.  Not  only  are  there 
'traditional"  Asian  populations  (Chinese, 
Japanese,  Korean)  but  also  many 
Southeast  Asians  (Cambodian, 
Vietnamese,  Loatian). 

Chang's  leanings  toward  community 
activism  go  back  to  her  Chinatown 
upbringing.  "My  father  was  one  of  the 
few  people  m  the  community  who  knew 
English  well  enough  to  be  a  translator 
for  people,"  she  says.  Since  he  was 
constantly  helping  community 
members,  Chang  naturally  followed  his 
example 

Some  of  her  early  accomplishments 
after  college  include  co -founding  the 
Chinese  American  Civic  Association  m 
1967  and  the  South  Cove  Community 
Health  Center  in  1973.  She  served  as 
the  manager  of  the  Chinatown  Little  City 
Hall  from  1970- 1974.    (cont'd  on  page  3     ) 


Update  on  the  ParceJ  B 
Housing  Development 


ACDC  was  recently  approved  for 
a  $35,000  interest-free  loan 
from  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  (BRA)  to  pay  costs 
incurred  by  our  architect,  Woo 
&  Williams  and  development  consultant. 
Community  Builders,  f  k.a..  Greater 
Boston  Community  Development,  Inc 
This  loan  will  enable  Woo  &  Williams 
and  Community  Builders  bo  prepare  for 
the  anticipated  State  Housing  Assist- 
ance Program  for  Rental  Production 
(SHARP)  funding  competition    SHARP 
resources  are  a  critical  component  to  tho 
ACDC  financial  proposal  for  maximizing 
the  number  of  affordable  rental  units  on 
Parcel  B 

Another  step  towards  preparing  for  the 
SHARP  competibon  is  the  addition  of  a 
structural  engineer  and  geotechnical 
consultant  to  the  ACDC  development 
team.    Lee  Lim  of  Lim  Consultants  based 
m  Cambridge  will  serve  as  ACDC's 
structural  engineer    Goldberg  Zoino 
Associates  (GZA)  was  selected  by  ACDC 
m  conjunction  with  the  Parcel  A 
developer,  R3A  Associates,  and  Parcel  C 
Development  Task  Force  as  the 
geotechnical  consultant    When 
resources  become  available,  GZA  will 
conduct  a  comprehensive  geotechnical 
survey  v/hich  will  provide  the  necessary 
technical  information  to  enable 
construction  of  the  housing  complex 


The  Parcel  C  Development  Task  Force 
received  a  $  15,000  grant  rrom  tne  BRA 
to  hire  a  consultant  to  plan  for  the 
Chinatown  Community  Center    They 
have  received  32  entries  for  the 
national  design  competition  for  the 
center.  On  Febuary  9th,  the  five  person 
jury  will  be  selecting  three  v^inners. 
The  all  day  presentation  v/ill  start  at 
9  am  at  the  CCBA,  90  Tyler  Street    The 
jury  members  are:  MIT  Professor  and 
ACDC  Board  member  Tunney  Lee  who  is 
also  the  chair  of  the  )ury,  Wu  Tung, 
curator  of  Asiatic  Arts  at  the  Boston 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Lav^rrence  Cutler, 
Architect,  Stephen  Ting,  retired 
professor  of  architecture  and  urban 
planning  at  the  University  of  Oregon, 
and  Kuen  Shan  Huang,  senior  designer 
at  the  BRA.

ACDC  is  a  participant  in  a  Harvard 
University  course  on  Housing  and 
Community  Economic  Development 
offered  by  the  JFK  School  of 
Government   Two  graduate  students 
are  working  with  ACDC  to  conduct  a

I)  bo  assess  the  entrepreneurial 
opportunties  created   by  dov^mtown 
development,  2)  to  develop  a  detailed 
profile  of  Chinatown  business  activities 
and  3)  to  assist  m  the  start-up  of  the 
Small  Business  Resource  Center.

Chang  attended  Boston  public  schools, 
and  graduated  from  Boston  University 
with  a  math  degree.  After  working  as 
an  aerospace  scientist,  she  went  on  to 
earn  her  law  degree  at  Suffolk 
University. 

Her  civil  rights  concerns  are  many. 
Women  s  issues  are  important  to  me, 
just  as  minority  issues  are  important  to 
me,"  says  Chang,  a  board  member  for 
the  National  Institute  for  Women  of 
Color.    "We  have  to  continue  to  battle 
with  stereotypes." 

According  to  predictions  of  increased 
immigration,  the  national  population  is 
going  to  be  more  diverse  than  ever,  she 
says.  The  next  ten  years  are  going  to  be 
most  important  in  learning  how  to  live, 
work,  and  play  together...  We  all  need  to 
work  for  the  common  good."  That 
means  focusing  on  two  skills, 
communication  and  education,  even  on 
an  interpersonal  level,"  says  Chang 

"(Chang)  is  a  very  soft-spoken,  self- 
effacing  person  -  characteristic  of  Asian 
women  -  who,  uncharacteristically,  has 
generated  all  sorts  of  bridge  building  m 
the  communities,  ■  says  Elizabeth 
Boveroux,  head  of  the  selection 
committee  for  the  Amelia  Earhart 
Award    In  the  Asian  world,  the  ethnic 
groups  don't  get  along  well  together, 
says  Ms.  Boveroux,  and  for  Chang  to 
create  a  sense  of  unity  among  different 
groups  IS  "something  quite 


extraordinary  " 

Perhaps  surprisingly,  one  of  Chang  s 
major  concerns  is  the  national  deficit. 
"We're  going  to  have  to  worry  about 
how  we  deal  with  deficit  decisions  and 
how  it  will  affect  populations  that  tend 
to  be  disenfranchised, "  she  says. 

Too,  with  downturns  in  economics, 
minorities  are  sometimes  treated  as 
scapegoats.  She  cites  examples  of 
violence  -  one  was  in  Detroit  when  a 
Chinese  was  mistaken  for  a  Japanese 
and  killed  by  two  laid -off  auto  workers. 
"We're  still  working  on  problems  of  the 
Vietnam  War,  she  adds.

What  are  the  cntjcaf  chaNenges  facing 
Chinatown  end  the  Asian  community? 

The  challenge  for  the  Asian  community 
is  how  do  we  ensure  our  rightful  place 
in  this  society  -  not  more  or  less  -  but 
our  rightful  place.  Chinatown  serves  a 
very  important  role  as  a  cultural  and 
economic  center  for  the  Asian 
community.  The  challenge  facing 
Chinatown  specifically  is  how  do  we 
preserve  it  and  encourage  its  growth  to 
serve  the  needs  of  everybody  and  not 
just  a  few. 

How  is  A  CDC  aifferent  from  other 
community  organizationsP 

ACDC  is  unique  from  other  community 
based  organizations  because  we  are 


forward  looking.  We  want  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  community  and  ensure  that 
they  are  addressed.   We  are  not 
interested  in  competing  with  other 
organizations  over  turf    We  want  to 
contribute  to  a  concept  of  growth  of  the 
Asian  community  and  work  collectively 
with  other  organizations  to  make  the 
concept  a  reality. 

What  is  ACDC's  role  in  the  Asian 
community? 

ACDC's  role,  along  v/ith  "other 
organizations,  is  to  define  the  future  of 
Chinatown.  Our  goals  are  inclusive  and 
progressive.  Due  to  the  experience  and 
expertise  of  ACDC  Board  members,  we 
have  much  to  contribute  to  the 
community.  I  hope  that  the  community 
is  av^rar©  of  this  and  will  access  the 
available  resources.  With  regards  to  the 
Parcel  B  development,  ACDC  is  ready  to 
proceed  with  construction  and  strongly 
endorses  the  goal  of  breaking  ground  in 
the  near  future.   We  hope  that  the  city 
IS  equally  ready  and  resources  be  made 
available  soon. 

In  closing,  ACDC  would  like  to  hear  more 
from  the  community  regarding  their 
goals  and  problems  so  that  we  can 
continue  to  be  in  tune  with  the 
community.

Food  for  Though  L .  Michael  StDne,  a 
professor  of  community  planning  and 
social  policy  in  the  College  of  Public  and 
Community  Service  at  the  University  of 
Massachusetts  in  Boston,  has  written 
extensively  on  housing  aff ordability, 
housing  finance  and  housing  policies. 
He  has  developed  the  concept  of  "shelter 
poverty"  which  is  simply,  when  a  family 
pays  more  than  they  can  afford  for 
housing. 

A  family  is  "shelter  poor"  when  after 
paying  for  housing  costs,  they  do  not 
have  enough  money  left  to  meet  all 
their  non -housing  needs  such  as  food, 
clothing,  medical  and  dental  expenses 

The  concept  of  "shelter  poverty" 
challenges  the  rule  of  thumb  that  people 
can  afford  up  to  25^  of  their  incomes 
for  housing  costs    Michael  Stone  argues 
that  25^  of  low-income  and  moderate- 
income  families'  salaries  for  housing 
does  not  leave  enough  money  to  meet 
other  essential  survival  needs.  On  the 
other  hand,  high -income  families  can 
actually  afford  to  pay  more  than  2  5%  of 
their  income  for  housing. 

Michael  notes  that  one -third  of  the 
people  of  Massachusetts,  about  700,000 
households,  are  shelter  poor.

On  Martin  Luther  King's  birthday, 
January  15th,  Mayor  Flynn,  Governor 
Dukakis,  community  activists,  and 


bankers  celebrated  the  adoption  of  a 
$400  nnilllon  dollar  investment  plan  Tor 
Boston's  communities  of  color.  The  plan 
was  a  product  of  lengthy  negotiations 
between  community  leaders  and 
bankers  after  the  release  of  a  Federal 
Reserve  study  v/hlch  documented  a 
racial  bias  in  lending  practices  by 
Boston  area  banks.  The  plan  includes 
$30  million  for  below-market 
mortgages,  $66  million  in  tax  credit 
investment,  $  160  million  for  a 
construction  loan  pool,  $65  million  for  a 
standard -rate  affordable  housing  pool 
with  relaxed  borrowing  criteria,  and  $5 
million  to  $25  million  for  minority 
business  development.  In  addition,  BRA 
Director  Stephen  Coyle  said  that  the  city 
will  provide  $2.5  million  to  $3  million  m 
linkage  money  as  down  payment  grants 
for  first-time  homebuyers. 


Update  on  the  Status  of  the  State 
Budget  for  Affordable  Housing 
Programs 


The  State  budget  is  currently  being 
debated  on  Beacon  Hill.  The  call  for  new 
taxes  to  generate  revenues  has  been 
largely  unheard  and  many  programs 
including  affordable  housing  programs 
are  at  risk  of  bemg  cut   To  date,  the 
recommendations  for  State  affordable 
housmg  programs  directly  relevant  to 
ACDC  and  the  Parcel  B  project  are: 

1 )  The  Community  Enterprise  Economic 
Development  Program  (CEED)  provides 


the  bulk  of  funding  for  many  CDC's 
operational  expenses    ACDC  received 
$26,000  last  year  and  was  approved  for 
$35,622  for  IQ&Q-iqQO.  Although,  the 
current  CEED  budget  is  $  1,6  1 9,000 
which  already  represents  a  reduction  of 
$400,000  from  the  FY  69  level,  CEED 
may  suffer  an  additional  21%  cut. 
Therefore,  ACDC's  allocation  may  be 
reduced  by  10%  to  \1%. 

2 )  State  Housing  Assistance  Program  for 
Rental  Production  (SHARP) 

The  SHARP  program  is  a  vital  resource 
for  the  production  of  affordable  rental 
units.  Fortunately,  to  date,  SHARP'S 
$7,000,000  budget  was- left  intact.
